Response to Amendment 
This Office Action is in response to Amendment filed on 01/30/2008. 
Claims 2, 21-36 have been cancelled. 

Claim 15 has been amended. 
Claims 1, 3-20 are pending. 

Reason for allowance 

Claims 1, 3-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reason 
for allowance: None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed 
limitations having a method comprising forming a phase change memory including a 
phase change storage element and a phase change threshold switch within a memory 
area and providing a periphery area beside the memory area, the periphery including no 
phase change memory elements, and forming a damascene via to a conductive line in 
the periphery.
